Hon. Mr. Stevens 
Defends Wheat Pool 


That the co-operative wheat 
pool movement in Canada has 
been selected by propagandists 
in the United States and im- 
properly cited by them in their 
fight against the co-operative 
movement in that country is a 
matter of regret and ought not 
to be allowed to pass without 
answer. This is the opinion of 
the Hon. H. H. Stevens, Mini- 
ster of Trade and Commerce, 
expressed in a statement made 
public, Wednesday, April 20th, 
at Ottawa. 

Referring to articles publish- 
ed in Chicago and elsewhere in 
the U.S. to the effect that Can- 
ada Wheut Pools had accom- 
plishedthe “ruin of Canadian 
wheat farmers,’ who were 
threatening to “strike against 
taxation” and talking “session.” 
Mr, Stevens declared that Can- 
adian Wheat Pool members 
still had faith in the co-opera- 
tive organization and were 
shipping a large portion of their 
grain through Pool elevators. 
Furthermore, no losses have 
been sustained by farmer mem- 
bers of the Wheat Pools other 
than they were disappointed at 
not obtaining further sums for 
their 1929 wheat sold through 
the Pools owing to the sudden 
drop in prices, 

“The profits of farmer-owned 
handling tacilities have alwys 
been very large and no doubt 
will rapidly repay the advances 
made by the prairie Govern- 
ments without any loss to the 
governments concerned,” said 
the Minister, 

“The situation in respect to 
the Wheat Pools in the three 


prairie provinces,” said Mr, 
Stevens, “is substantially as fol- 
lows: 


‘These Pools, previously op- 


erating under a contract 
with their grower members, 
have relensed those «members 
from Lhe operating of that con 
(rac, The holdings of the 


Wheat Pools are gradually be- 
ing liquidated by che Pools 
themselves as market oppor- 
tunities afford, being ouly as- 
sisted by the Dominion Govern- 
ment in their financing. Pools 
however are operating their 
subsidiary elevator companies

Crop Report No. 2 


Issued by the Department of 
Agriculture, Province of Alber- 
ta, Edmonton, April 30th. 

The province is now gradu- 
ally recovering from the effects 
of asnow and rain storm of 
unusually heavy proportions 
and wide extent, which in some 
districts broke precipitation 


records of many F bras standing 
for this season of the year, The 
actual storm lasted from two 
to four days, and wet conditions 
have prevailed for from a.week 
to ten days. 

The general effect of the 
storm which touched practically 
every part of the proyince, has 
been to make spring work up- 
on the Jand very late, while 
providing an unusual and very 
satisfying quantity of moisture 
for the soil, In the southern 
and south - eastern districts 
this moisture was most ex- 
tremely welcome, breaking as 
it did drought conditions of 
from one to three years’ stand- 
ing. Inthe Medicine Hat dis- 
trict where seeding was about 
40 per cent finisned, the pre- 
cipitation totalled as high as 
twoinches, In the Lethbridge 
territory, in four-days’ rain 2.5 
inches were recorded, and at 
Raymond 2.87 inches were re- 
corded, In other southern areas 
the precipitation was fully as 
great. In the Calgary district 
and for a considerable radius 
from that city, heavy snows 
fell, blocking roads and adding 
heavily to the soil’s moisture 
reserve. 

In the more central and 
northern “eas the rainfall Was 
heavy, and in certain localities 
excessive. In Grande Prairie 
and Peace River districts there 
was considerable snow. Mov- 
ing eastward from Edmonton 
the rainfall dwindled in amount 
At Vegreville it is reported as 
having been excessive, but 
further east at Vermillion but 
an inch of rain recorded in a 
month, though the weather has 
been cold and backward, i 

In the southern areas spring 
operations have been resumed 
and sceding is reported from 
ten to twenty-five per cent 
finished, Seeding in the irriga- 
tion belts is practically complet-

Prevention are the result of our own lack 


of care. ‘ 

This point is stressed because 
if you think of all the accidents 
of which you have heard, you 
will find that most of them 
would not have occurred _ if 
reasonable care had been taken 
It is because we take so many 
chances that so muny accidents 
happen 

Accidents do not all occur 
away from home; a very large 
percentage of them happen 
right in our homes. We stand 
on and reach from a chair in- 
stead of using a step ladder. 
The rug is torn and we neglect 
to mend it until someone trips 
and hasa fall. We fail to re- 
move snow or to cover it with 
sand, and someoneslips on the 
icy steps. We leave poisons 
on the same shelf with bottles 
containing harmless substances 
The electric fixture becomes 
loose and _ is’allowed to remain 
so. 

It is just because we are care 
less in regard to these’ and 
other similar things that people 
tuke poison unknowingly, or 
we find so many broken bones, 


sprained joints and _ bruises as 


We find occurring a surpris- 
ingly large number of accidents 
which Jead to suffering, per 
manent disability and nota 
few deaths. It is obvious 
therefore that it is most desire- 
able to prevent accidents and 
to take reasonable precautions 
with that object in view. 

Sickness might, in) many 
cases, be classed as an accident 
for in its occurrence, there is 
the element of chance in 
contact with disease germs but 
in this article we use the term 
“accident” to describe unexpect 
ed and unforeseen injuries to 
the body. 

We givethe name accident 
to many injuries which really 
should not be thus called _ be- 
cause they arethe_ result of 
our carelessness and could be 
foreseen, If werun in front 
of a motor car the injury which 
follows could be foreseen, and 
so is the result of our careless- 
ness or thoughtlessness. Such 
really be 


the result of falls in a home, 
The trouble is that we take 
chances every day, and no 
harm results, This goes . on 
until we become — carelesa, and 
then, one day, the accident hap- 
pens. Most accidents are due 
to our own faults and no. one 
is to blame but ourselves It is) 
A question of personal responsi-' 
bility, and not all the saféty, 
laws in the world will protect 
us unless we do our part. 
The reason why we write 
this article is because we see 
the number of accidents increas- 
ing, Those whovalue their 
health and strength must give 
heed not only to preventing 
disease and to living a hygenic 
life, but they must also take 
reas onable precautions to pro-| Sunday, May 8.
